French military authorities thl» 


morning expressed belief that the 
next 24 hours will settle the ques- 
tion of which direction the main 
German offensive will take—wheth- 
er it will continue in full force to- 
wards Paris or concentrate on the 
westward drive with the Idea of 
cutting off the Anglo-Belgian forces 
in the north and reaching the chan- 
nel ports, 


I think we might put tha situa- 


tion in terms of the peak of the 
crisis being reached within the next 
day or so. 
That is to say, the time is rapid- 
ly approaching when one would ex- 
pect the Nazi offensive to lose 
enough of its momentum so the 
Allied forces could stabilize the 
front and begin to counterattack. 


Mechanization has revolutionized 


warfare but there still remain a 
couple of things it can't do. One is 
to overcome fatigue in the human 
body and the other is to prevent 
an advancing army's lines o£ com- 
munication from extending. 


Maybe I'm underestimating the 


German powers to overcome the 
laws of nature, but I believe the 


time must come soon when the 
Nazi fighting men will have to 
pause for a breather. 
Meantime, of course, the mechan- 


ized branches have been getting 
farther away from their supplies 
of gasoline, and even the most per- 
fect gas engine ever created won't 
run without Its fuel. 
Counterattack Due 
The moment there Is a definite 


slackening 
of the 
German 
on- 


slaught we may expect a heavy 
counterattack, if tho stamina of 
the Allied defense hasn't been shat- 
tered, and I don't believe it has. 
Then we shall know whether this 
is going to be a blitzkrieg or just 
a krleg which has been stripped of 
its blitz. 
It must be empasized that the 


situation is still critical for the 
Allies. 


Fierce fighting is proceeding in 
the St. Quentin sector along the 
head waters of the Somme river 
again, as so often in the past, is 
running red. A great deal 
un- 


doubtedly depends on the outcome 
of this phase of the offensive. 
This zone Is the gateway to the

MALARIA, SAYS THE STATE 
HEALTH OFFICER, TRANS- 
MITTED BY MOSQUITO BITE 


AUSTIN, 
May 
17.—(SpU— "A 
marked saving 
in human 
lives 


and improved health 
conditions 
may be obtained in large meas- 
ure through a positive program 
for the control of malaria," Dr. 
Geo. 
W, Cox, state health officer, 
states. 


"Malaria Is transmitted to hu- 
mans," he said, "by the. bite of 
the 
Anopheles 
mosquito. 
This 


mosquito acquires 
the 
malaria 


parasites by biting a person who 
has these parasites in his blood, 
She (it is the female mosquito 
which transmits the disease) then 
bites a well person. The parasites 
enter the blood, grow and mul- 
tiply there. 
Poisons are formed 


and carried In the blood stream 
to all parts of the body. The per- 
son bitten by the carrier mosquito 
begins to shiver with chills, burn 
with fever, and to have a head- 
ache. 


"Prevention of malaria should 
start with the protection of hu- 
mans from the bite of the Infect- 
ed mosquito and continue through 
to the elimination of the mos- 
quito. 


"The protection of humans may 


be accomplished by screening all 
houses to prevent the entrance of 
mosquitoes. A 16-mosh wire screen 
should be placed over all openings. 
Be sure that all chimneys, cracks, 
and other openings are covered. 


"The malaria mosquito breeds 


in still water.and the pools 
and 
grassy edges of running water, 
as well as In many places where 
water Is allowed to collect and 
stand. The fcmaile mosquito then 
lays her eggs on the surface of 
the water, where they float and 
in a few days hatch into 'wiggle- 
tails.' These live In the water and 
in 
time turn 
into 
mosquitoes, 


These changes must take place 
in the water and require from 
twelve to fourteen days in sum- 
mer to complete the cycle. 


"In order to prevent the malaria 


mosquito from breeding, destroy 
their shelters by removing 
all 


brush and weeds; and drain or 
otherwise control 
their breeding 


places in water by spraying the 
surface with oil or putting top- 
feeding minnows In waters where 
oil or drainage cannot be used," 
Dr. Cox advised. 


"Consult your local health offi- 


cer or sanitarian about methods 
of control in your community. The 
state department of health 
has 
available free literature on ma- 
laria control measures, also "

May 25 to determine whether the 
proposed Navarro-Hill 
conserva- 
tion district is created. 


At the outset, Hohn detailed the 


differences In the Texas Act an 
compared with the provisions of 
the 
conservation 
legislation 
in 
other states. 
An elective state 
board Is seen, 


Only 
landowners 
and 
their 


wives, otherwise qualified to vote, 
may participate in the May 23 
balloting, 
It 
Is 
necessary .for 
a two-thirds majority to vote for 
the measure before the district 
can 
be created. 
The 
farmers 


elect the supervisors. Such a dis- 
trict, according to Hohn, is only 
an agency whereby the 
farmers 


themselves can request and get 
aid from the state and federal 
governmental agencies to further 
soil conservation practices. 


No Axe to Grind. 
The sepaker made it plain that 
the extension service and other 
agencies were not trying to get 
the people to vote for or against 
the proposal, but merely wore at- 
tempting to see that the correct 
information 
was 
available 
for 
those desiring it. 
He said the 
Act was passed because of pres- 
sure exerted on the lawmakers 
by the landowners themselves. 
Holders of liens against lands 
can vote, to, but the stockhold- 
ers of a bank or insurance com- 
pany cannot vote as such because 
under the law, corporations are 
not entitled to vote. 


WPA labor and CCC camp aid

Hohn spent considerable

ped before that time," he contin- 
ued. 


"The district can't vote a nickel 


debt or bond on the district," the 
speaker continued. 


Applause greeted his statement 
to the effect that the "New Deal 
is the first 
administration ever 
to give farmers anything except 
free advice." 


Hohn declared that two billion 


dollars worth of top soil is wash- 
Ing away each year, more than 
the defense appropriation request- 
ed by President Koosevelt Thurs- 
day of congress.

Hohn 
referred to the financial 


condition of farmers, citing as an

per year Income. 


From Neck tip. 
The speaker declared that the 
farming interests could have and 
still can get protection and con- 
sideration if they work from the 
nock up instead of from the neck 
down.

From conflicting reports It ap- 
peared that the Germans already 
had gained a foothold on tho west 
bank of the Somma in

Near Rethel the Germans ad- 
mittedly crossed the AUne river, 
but the French said they had been 
repulsed on the southern bank 
of the stream. 
Further east at Montmedy, near 


the junction of the French, Bel-

In the northern extension of the

An entire motorized - Germany 


army corps, composed of at least 
60,000 men, led the assault In the 
St. Quentin sector. 


Allied warplanes bombed lines 
of communication on which the 
enemy tanks and armored 
cars 


depended for vital gasoline sup- 
plies. 


Allied bombing planes also were 
active over 
northern 
Germany, 


where they attempted to destroy 
great oil depots at Bremen and 
Hamburg over the week-end. They 
declared the operations were suc- 
cessful, but the Germans reported 
damage was slight and that civil- 
ians were the 
chief 
sufferers. 


Eighteen persons, mostly women 
and children, were said to have 
died In one of the raids. 


On the Belgian front the Ger- 
mans said they were advancing 
west from Antwerp and Brussels, 
but the British maintained their 
lines in this sector still held.

did the railroad arrive. His fam- 
ily first'settled near Frost and he 
later moved about a mile south- 
east of Emhouse where he has 
resided for the past 52 years. He 
admits he Is no longer actively en- 
gaged In agriculture but contents 
himself with caring for his flock 
of chlokens, "I think a chicken 
thelf Is one of the meanest crim- 
inals In the world," he said.

winding valley of the Somme and 
one of the routes to the channel 
ports which the Nazis are seeking 
so eagerly in order to let loose the 
power of their air force on Eng- 
land. 


If the Germans break through 
here and choose to follow this road 
to the coast we shall have another 
battle of the Somme such as de- 
veloped from the great German of- 
fensive In the spring of 1918 when 
the Kaiser came so close to win- 
ning the war that a flip of the 
hand would have changed the re- 
sult. 
I was in that battle up to my 


neck with the Allied forces. That 
was among the titanic struggles of 
history, and one reason why I re- 
fuse to be stampeded Into belief 
that the Allied cause la hopeless 
now is because I saw them stand 
off a vast force which outnumber- 
ed them nearly four to one and 
finally smashed the great German 
machine to atoms, 


The Allied counterattack came 


when the German offensive began 
to slow down, as all offensives must 
do in due course. 


Headed For Abbeville 
The Germans then, as probably 


now, were headed for Abbeville on 
the coast through the historic city 
of Amiens, and for the other chan- 
nel ports, including the important 
city of Calais, only 20 miles away 
from the white chalk-cliffs of Eng- 
land's Dover. 


The Allies placed Marshal Foch 


in supreme command to stem this 
avalanche. Now they have called on 
the man who was his right hand 
aide—General Weygand. 


To my mind capture of the chan- 


nel ports, which would place tUfi 
Germans right up against England 
for his attacks, likely represents 
the number one project In the Ger- 
man mind. Should the drive into 
the heart of France develop well, it 
might supplant the northern push 
In immediate importance. For the 
moment, 
however, the 
idea of 


bringing France to her knees in 
this whirlwind smash but remain 
a grand Nazi hope rather than 
something they have confidently ex- 
pected to achieve.
